A Worthwhile Effort 


THE PROBLEM OF DISPOSING of surplus products is one of the 
most complex economic problems affecting agriculture. This is not a new: 
problem, yet it is one in which little progress appears to be made toward 
finding a satisfactory solution, Limiting production is one way of cutting 
Gown the volume of surplus products, and most farmers on this continent 
have at some time had experience with this practice, Surpluses of perish- 

‘able goods are often destroyed, as are other types of crops for which no 
profitable markets can be found, Recently a large potato crop in the 
United States, for which there was not sufficient demand, was dealt with 
in this way. The unsatisfactory situation which is created when food 
production is limited or surpluses destroyed, while at the same time there 
are people in need of food, is fully realized, but it is beyond the power of 
the farmers to deal with the economic difficulties which lie behind this 
problem.

Canadian Now ganization of the United Nations are aware of 
mmi the need to find a way to make it possible for 
On Co ittee farmers to grow as much as their land will pro- 
duce, and for their products to reach those countries where there is need 
for them. -Canadian farmers Rave a special interest in this matter since 
they have frequently been faced with the problems created by large sur- 
pluses., Recently Dr. G. S. H. Barton, former deputy minister of agricul- 
ture in the federal government has been appointed to the position of head 
of the Committee on Commodity Problems of the F.A.O, This committee 
is now studying means of increasing world food supplies and at‘ the same 
time finding a practical way of distributing surplus products to countries 
which are short of food.

s The committee, under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Meetings Held Barton, has a permanent secretariat in Washing- 
ton, and meets there every two weeks. Any of the 
In Washington sixty-one nations who are members of the Food 
and Agriculture Organization, and who have surpluses, report to the Com- 
modity Committee which studies ways and means of finding markets for 
them. Dr. Barton’s long experience with problems related to Canadian 
agriculture has given him an excellent background for the new work he 
is undertaking and the committee is dealing with matters which are of 
great importance at this time. It has been said that the elimination of 
food shortages in the world would do much to combat political unrest. It 
would at least raise living staridards, and remove one of the farmer’s 
most serious problems. The work done by the Commodity Committee will 
be watched with interest by many Canadians.

OTTAWA. — The Rt. Hon. C. D. 
Howe, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, has announced that Dr. T. W. 
Grindley, for reasons of health, had 
resigned as a member of the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board, Mr. Howe stated 
that Dr. Grindley’s resignation, ef- 
fective on August Ist, had begn ac- 
cepted with regret, and he expressed 
appreciation for the services render- 
ed by Dr. Grindley as a member of 
the Board for the past two years. 

A recognized authority on prob- 
lems pertaining to the agricultural 
industry of Western Canada, Dr. 
Grindley was born on the Isle of Man. 
Receiving his primary and _ high 
school education in Edmonton, he 
graduated with B.A. and .B.Sc. 
(Agri.) degrees from the University 
of Alberta. He then took post- 
graduate studies at the University of 
Minnesota where he received his M.A. 
degree in 1927 and his Doctorate in 
1929. ; 

After a short time with the Do- 
minion Experimental Station at 
Lethbridge, Alberta, Dr. Grindley 
joined the staff. of the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics at Ottawa in 1929, 
later becoming. Chief of the Agricul- 
tural Branch. He: served as secretary 
of the Royal Grain Inquiry Commis- 
sion and in 1938 was appointed sec- 
retary of the Canadian Wheat Board. 
In July, 1949, he became a Member 
of the Board. Dr..Grindley was a 
Canadian delegate to the United Na- 
tions Food _ Conference .at Hot 
Springs, Virginia, in 1943.

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Prairies Warned 
Cutworm ‘Invasion 
May Be Expected 


WINNIPEG.—A stern warning of 
a serious .cutworm infestation in 
western crops during 1951 was given 
by the dominion field crop insect lab- 
oratory officials at Lethbridge. 

Considerable damage has been done 
to present crops by the Pale Western 
cutworms and the forecast said that 
the infestation would be more serious 
and more widespread next year. 

Only one method of control has ‘so 
far been discovered, officials said. All 
summerfallow should be completed as 
near the end of July‘ as possible and 
the land untouched until mid-Septem- 
ber. ; 

Cattle should be kept off the land 
and a crust allowed to form on the 
summerfallow surface, shortly after 
August 1. This will cut off breeding 
grounds of the cutworm, the report 
said. 

‘Farmers in areas which have suf- 
fered’ from drouth during the 1950 
season, are warned to take ‘special 
precautions, officials of the laborator- 
ies said. -

Jet Fighter Is 
Named ‘Canuck’ 


Canada’s sleek, powerful jet 
fighter—the CF-100—has been 
named “The Canuck’. Defence 
Minister Claxton announced the 
new name for the long-range, 


_ all-weather fighter during a ra- 


dio broadcast. . 
Mr. Claxton said that The Cantick 


“is unquestionably some time in ad- 
vance of all -other aircraft in this 
particular field.” 

_He described it as “a thoroughly 
good Canadian product of Canadian 
workmen and engineers and members 
of the R.C.A.F.” 

The Canuck is the first Canadian- 
designed and Canadian-built aircraft. 
It is being produced at the Malton, 
Ont., plant of A. V. Roe (Canada) 
Limited. 

The twin-engined, two-seat fighter 
was primarily designed for use in de- 
fending Canada’s vast northland. Its 
top: speed and power is a closely- 
guarded secret, but it has been re- 
ported. to have already reached 
speeds of close to 500 M.P.H. with 
the throttle only about half out. 

Two of. the powerful fighters al- 
ready have been produced and more 
are on order. However, the plane is 
not expected to come into full pro- 
duction for some months.

OTTAWA.—The R.C.A.F. and 
more than 200 government-op- 
erated ships are going to pro- 
vide a general marine search 
and rescue service on the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific coasts and the 


Great Lakes, it has been an- 


nounced, 

In a joint statement, Defence Min 
ister Claxton and Transport Minister 
Chevrier said the R.C.A.F. will be 
asked to coordinate the service, 
whic} will involve the use of ships 
operated by the various branches of 
government and the armed forces. 

The navy, the air force, the R.C.- 
M.P., the transport, fisheries and 
mines departments and other govern- 
mental agencies operate vessels of 
various types and sizes on the two 
coasts, 


Details covering operation of the}: 


service in the Great Lakes have not 
yet been worked out. 

This is how the service will work: 

The marine services operated by 
government departments. will keep 
the R.C.A.F. co-ordination centres in- 
formed of the movements and state 
of readiness of their ships. 

The R.C.A.F. will inform the near- 
est and most suitable government 
ship of any casualty. 

The government ships will be re- 
quired to take the “immediate action 
necessary to ensure the safety of life 
and if possible to prevent the dam- 
age to or.loss of any ship or cargo

“!mercial salvage vessels are available 


for this purpose.”
